The stock of the firm has been 
listed in the American Stock Ex- 
change since 1961, and is to be 
listed in the New York Stock Ex- 
change in Atgust of this year, 

Sweetheart is engaged in the 
manufacturing of ice cream cones, 
paper cups, and disposable plastic 
containers, It is entirely self 
contained in Wilmington, having 
manufacturing, engineering, re- 
search and development facilities 
all under one roof, There are about 
200 salesmen employed by the firm 
in a world-wide sales organization, 
and there are four foreign affiliates 
in Japan, Canada, England and 
Italy.

GARDENING AND GERMS 


‘Each time a gardener handles 
the soil, he or she comes into 
contact with germs which produce 
one of the deadliest poisons known 
to mankind,’ said Dr. Gerald Fagan, 
Public Health Physician, 

The germs to which he refers 
cause tetanus, commonly knownas 
‘lockjaw’, 

‘To be protected,’ saidDr, Fagan 
‘a person must have an initial 
Series of three inoculations each 
a month apart, followed by a boos- 
ter dose within six to twelve months 
and a reinforcing dose every ten 
years for adults, every five years 
for children,’ 

According to Dr, Fagan about 
three-fourths of the American peo- 
ple are without protection against 
tetanus, A vaccine is readily a~ 
vailable to prevent this disease, 
from which half the victims die. 

This vaccine, known as atoxoid, 
is far preferable to the tetanus 
antt-toxin which must be admin- 
istered to those not protected by
